says she has cost him thousands of dollars 
besides. 
Sho went to Toledo, where she 
met her former husband, and tho deserted 
Chicag oan followed her there, g o t his dry 
g oods ag ain and shipped them back here, 
and then beg an a prosecution of her for 
adultery. 
Thursday evening , sir it is reported, Mr. 
Phillips being in Toledo for the purposo of 
attending the trial of his flyaway wife, she 
soug ht him out at his hotel, throw her arms 
about his neck and beg g ed him not to prose­ 
cute her. 
He talked with her a a long tiftie, 
but says ho told her ho could not stop pro­ 
ceeding s and stay in business in Chicag o. 
She had already made him the laug hing stock 
of the country, and he would not be able 
appear 011 the board of trade at all if he 
should drop the matter now. 
This s? eno 
was witnessed by quite a number of people 
as it took place in the reading -room of the 
hotel, and they all said it was “ better than 
a show,” as notwithstanding Phillips re­ 
fused to quash the proceeding s in court, it 
is stated that tho two sat in tho room be­ 
fore a g aping crowd of spectators billing 
and cooing w ife g reat apparent relish 
011 
both sides for an hour or two, and upon 
separating kissed each other with g reat 
unction. 
The trial commenced Friday in tho police 
court, and drew a larg e crowd of people. 
The Chicag o man kept himself in an adjoin­ 
ing room to the court-room, evidently not 
desiring t > face* tho battery of his w ife’s 
eyes.

When Phillips went out Mrs. Phillips nearly 
broke down. 
Her breast rose and fell tu­ 
multuously hud her eyes were full of unshed 
t^ars. 
She* was continually looking over to

N ew Y ork, Feb. 7.—‘ If a man hits a face 
that can’t smile,” said Henry Ward Beecher 
this morning, “ he ought not to bo blamed 
for it any more than ho ought to be blamed 
for a dub foot or any other deformity. 
Tho 
man’s face is v ery much against him that 
can’t smile, and smile v ery easily.” 
Mr. 
Beecher was preaching on the joyful nos» of 
roliglon. 
His text was: “ Let us, who are of 
the day, be sober, putting on tho breastplate 
of faith and lov e, and for an helmet, the hope 
of salv ation.” 
Thessalonlans, v , 8. 
I propose to speak, he began, on the sub­ 
ject of the lighter and higher qualities of the 
mind, as characteristic of religion. 
Those 
qualities which hither: o hav e been most 
suspected, and about v ahich people most 
hav e been cautious, are, in my judgment, 
far nearer to tho true type than those more 
sombre, and, as they are supposed to i*?, 
more solid, qualities that hav e been en 
joined. 
For 1 don’t think that tho Christian 
church to this hour yet has struck the truo 
chord of Christianity, as it i* strung in the 
New Testament. 
The poison of asceticism 
yet rankles in tho blood of religion, and we 
shall nev er hav e it, generally, in its full 
fragrance and beauty until we hav e learned 
to cast out. by a div ine exorcism, tho dev il 
of asceticism. 
“ Let us, who are of tho day.” 
That’s ra­ 
diant at the start 
“ Be sober, putting on 
the breastplate of faith, and for an helmet, 
the hope of salv ation.” 
The text shows 
clearly what is true generally of the New 
Testament, that “ sobriety,” or tho exhorta 
tion to men to “ be sober,” is not what we 
ordinarily understand by sobriety—-namely, 
grav ity; a kind of unsmiling 
decorum. 
Sobriety is moant, in the New Testament, 
generally speaking, the absence of drunken 
nets. W e are to be in a state of exhilaration, 
not by reason of wine or strong drink, but 
in the possession of all our faculties 
The distinctiv ely Christian states of mind 
are faith, hope, lov e. 
And these are all of 
them lig ht hearted, gay, joysome. 
Faith 
includes tho whole scojki of imagination iu 
ev ery form of elev ation. 
That form of im­ 
agination which we call faith is a free and 
joyous mootL 
More absolute freedom is in 
iL perhaps, than in any other of the mind7» 
faculties. 
We are not tied up to facts by 
the imagination. 
We can mako our facta. 
We can form a naturo of our own schem­ 
ing. 
Imagination recreates the world for 
the time being. 
It is the escape from the 
bondage of matter. 
Anything may bo perv erted, and so may 
be faith, tho highest and holiest form of 
imagination. 
Yet, essentially, it is lumin­ 
ous; it reliev es tho soul from narrow limits 
and giv es it wings of other. 
It can plunge 
into midnight, but its tendency is to rise 
with tho sun and carry porpetunl daylight. 
Then comes hopo--“ For an helmet, tho 
hope of salv ation.” 
As a warrior protected 
his liead by his helmet, so hope, as a part of 
a Christian’s armor, wards otF ev ery blow, 
and is, as it wore, the antithesis of disaster. 
Ho p e is a jo y o u s realizatio n o f things y et 
to 1 >6. 
It is the p ro p het o f su ccess, p er­ 
p etu ally . 
Y o u canu o t co nceiv o o f any 
do lo ro u s to ne in ho p e. 
It wo rk s bo th way s 
—to w ard off ev il and to secu re go o d. 
It is 
that ro se co lo r o f the so u l which bathes tho 
m o u ntains befo re the su n ris*s, and casts 
back its ro seate hu e when the mj i lias set 
It is the life o f a stru ggling wo rld. 
We are 
sav ed by hop e. 
The p riso ner sees release if he hav e hop e, 
the p atient health, the bank ru p t reco v ery . 
While the im aginatio n wings men in ev ery 
directio n, ho p e carries the cheer o f assu red 
su ccess, and is jo y itself. 
Lo v e is that mo o d celebrated in the im­ 
mo rtal thirteenth chap ter o f I Co rinthians, 
a liy mu which so me great co mp o ser will y et 
set to u ndy ing strains. 
Then, instead o f 
death, ju dgm ent, do o m, fear, remo rs« , ho r­ 
ro r, the atm o sp here will be iilled with a 
glo rio u s su mmer o f so u nd, with echo ing jo y s, 
as sp ring is fu ll o f singing birds. 
The great element o f life as laid do wn by 
C hristianity is lo v e, and on tho o ne side 
faith is the wing, and o u the o ther side ho p e; 
lo v e, the bo dy , is tho greatest, and the three 
u re ty p ical o f the tru e Christian 
disp o sitio n, 
and there is no t a streak o f sadness in them ; 
no t a clo u dlet iu the ho rizo n o f tho se q u ali­ 
ties, 
'1 hey hav e no t laid u p o n them tho bu r­ 
den th a t reaso n has; they are no t ev en co n­ 
dem nato ry , as the co nscience is; they are an­ 
tago nistic to fear; they carry the sou l u p 
into th* highest re dm o f gaiety and all 
sp o rtiv eu o ss 
and hap p iness. 
It is their 
natu re, and also their du ty , acco rding to tho 
ap o stle. 
The Now Testam ent idea o f p iety is jo y ­ 
ou sness, freedo m; all tho se v ariable, ev anes­ 
cent and o p alesq u e q u alities which sp ring 
fro m the imaginatio n. 
T hen is no thing 
fu rther fro m the inner disp o sitio n of Chris 
tiu nity than matter-o f-fact ism. 
Christian­ 
ity is not p ragmatical. 
It is p racticed, bu t 
n< »t p ragmatical. 
I do n’t mean merely that 
Christianity 
p ermits n man to be jo y fu l, ho p efu l and im­ 
aginativ e. 
I declare that th v is adu lter 
a to d Christianity that do n't mak e tlio s- 
q u alities p redo minant. 
It admits o f o ther 
and lo wer q u alities u s well, bu t those are the 
cbu mctcristic eleineu ts, 
A man va n liv e in 
a mine, bu t su nlight and su rface life are 
meant fo r the race. 
A man va n bu rro w 
u nder a co nscience, bu t the gay er 
and mo re jo y o u s q u alities are the 
Christian elements. 
The ascetic element has sp ru ng 
misco ncep tio n o f the langu age of 
and, to a degree, of his u p o jtles, 
misled by it, 
rep entance.
